June 5.—A fishing 
party had a sad and tragic ending 
at Wonders Lake, eight miles south- 
east of Page, the first station east of 
O'Neill, on the Great Northern Rall- 
way, today. Four persons were 
drowned by a boat capsizing. 

The dead are: Clinton Samson, aged 
44 years; Morrison Samson, aged 20

A party of about thirty people living 
in the vicinity of Page went to the lake 
in the forenoon to spend the day fish- 
ing. The accident occurred about noon, 
whep a boat load of six persons started 
out on the lake and went down only 
about twenty feet from the bank. Two 
of the party, Mrs. Samson, wife of the 
man drowned, and H. W. Tracy, hus- 
band of one of the women, were got- 
ten out by the aid of fish poles. The 
bodies of the drowned were fished out 
with hooks and lines shortly after 
they sank. 

The coroner's inquest found that ov- 
erloading the boat caused the tragedy.

In ninety 
days, this is the third fit which has 
fallen upon the street. 

Probably no quarantine is necessary 
in this case. The malady is neither 
infectious nor contagious. The rest of 
the country may go on about its busi- 
ness with undisturbed confidence. 
There is no fear of an epidemic. | 

The business of the country has not 
been disturbed by these successive 
Wall-street spasms, and is not likely 
to be. The public is immune. Time 
was when a great collapse in spécula- 
tive stocks in New York shook the 
whole business and financial inter- 
ests of the country. These fits now 
come and go, and outside of the men 
immediately engaged on the Stock Ex- 
change, no one seems to feel them. 
The explanation is simple. When 
these shocks shook the whole business 
community, it was because the peo- 
ple were interested in the speculative 
market. The astute dairymen of Wall 
street “milked” the general market 
so very often in the past that the pub- 
lic became wise. During all the great 
excitement in stocxs during the past 
‘two years, the general public have 
utterly refused to walk into the parlor 
where the big spiders were waiting 
to devour them. The conflict in the 
speculative stock market has there 
fore been confined to a comparatively 
small number of persons. 

In the same paper in which we read 
of the spasm creating such ,pain in 
Wall street, Mr. Harriman announces 
to the business world that the under- 
takings of his enormous rauroad sys- 
tem are not drawing back one step, 
nor even standing. The work of ex-

The production of England and 
Germany is declining while that of the 
United States is increasing. Of the 
amount of hops that go into the inter- 
natianal trade of the world the United 
States furnishes 22.8 per cent., or about 
10,000,000 pounds. At the same time the 
United States exports about 13,000,000 
This anomalous situation is 
explained by the fact that the brewers 
of the United States prefer Austrian 
and German hops on account of their 
extremely high quality of certain de- 
sired results in brewing. age’ 
More Sugar Factories. . 

A minton dollar sugar factory is to 
‘be erected at Wiley, Colo., with a ca- 
pacity of 700 tons. Work will be 
started next fall and the factory will 
be ready to handle next year’s crop 
of beets. There are at present 70,000 
acres planted in beets in the Arkansas 
Valley and the five factories now in 
operation are unable to take proper 
care of the immense crop. 

During the past season the five fac- 
tories were unable to handle the crop 
within six months, and as a conse- 
quence a great part of the sugar was 
lost from the beets, which had dried 
out while waiting to be treated. The 
waste caused by thie delay makes it 
necessary that other factories be bullt, 
and the new plant to be erected at 
Whiley is a start in that direction. The 
beet tonnage of the valley last year 
was 700,000, but as fast as other fac- 
tories are 
creased, 
make regular trips to the valley de- 
clare that factories cannot be bullt 
fast enough for several years to come. 
A New Strawboard. : 

By a new process of prepa the 
straw pulp in the manufacture of 
strawboard sufficient hardness is said 
to be given to the strawboard that it 
may be used in place of Babbitt’s 
metal for machine journais. This, it 
is said, has been proven by a prac- 
tical test. By dam the straw- 
board it is said that it is made pliable 
enough to be molded into any shape.
